With 
almost complete unanimity those who 
were interviewed on the subject of the business 
outlook expressed the belief that the turn had 
come industrially and commercially. This same senti- 
ment, it may be said, prevailed to an even stronger 
degree in the councils of the association and there is 
no reason to doubt that the views thus expressed by 
these men are other than correct. They are the mem- 
bers of the creditors’ associations, who have specially 
to do with the work of the bureaus created for the 
adjustment of business failures. When, therefore, 
the view is expressed by them that the turn in busi- 
ness conditions has come, it is from expert knowl- 
edge of the real facts. 








How many hardware store salesmen are there who 
ire wholly familiar with the goods of the various 
kinds they are constantly handling and 

An Element selling to the extent of that they can 
edie about to a _ prospective _ buyer 
why certain goods are superior or 

inferior to others, that are sold for the more or 
the less, and how many know sufficient of the processes 
by which the goods are made to interest a buyer 
in the goods because of facts that relate to the locality 
where they are produced, the methods of their 
production, the extent to which they are produced, 
and the causes that make them of the qualities that 
they are? So simple and general articles as hammers, 
scissors and many other things in hardware stores are 
as a rule known little about among laymen, yet there 
is much of interest to be told of all of them, and 
moreover, there is much good advice to be given about 
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the qualities of even these articles by a clever, weli 
informed salesman to a buyer that will create for him 
respect and confidence, and often lasting trade. There 
are many varieties of hammers for different purposes, 
of varying sizes and weights and designed for different 
uses. 

The mechanic usually knows the kind of tool he 
wants for his work, but he knows little of the 
history or the making processes that have made it 
a desirable thing for him, and quite often he is utterly 
mistaken in his choice. The salesman should know 
all this, however, and by directly interesting him in 
the tools by making known to him all about the ma- 
terial it contains, the manner in which it is made, the 
reasons of its development into the shapes in which 
it is offered, and the relative advantages or disadvan- 
tages over other instruments of the same character, will 
nearly always win a friendship that is a business asset 
for himself and for his house, and moreover it is the 
intelligent understanding salesman who can sell the 
better and costlier articles at higher prices and better 
profits and at the same time give the buyer an in- 
terest in what he has bought and a feeling of satisfac 
tion toward the salesman. The layman, who comes 
to buy a cheap hammer, will too often go away with 
a cast iron claw hammer affair that is wholly 
worthless and which returns little if any profit to the 
store, when a little effort in awakening his interest 
in a really good hammer would not only have sold 
him the superior article with a good price and good 
profit and sent him away much better satisfied with his 
purchase and a feeling of increased respect toward 
the salesman and the store. 

Women commonly buy scissors and it may be said 
that they know little about them. Cast iron scissors 
duly polished and nickeled look good in displays and 
their prices are naturally tempting, but to sell many 
of the kinds of them that are sold is to prevent the 
sales of better ones at better profits. The woman who 
is made to know would rarely buy of this quality for 
the reason that there is no economy in it, and_ if 
matters are explained to her, she would readily un- 
derstand and would under proper influence choose the 
competing article that an intelligent salesman had 
made her acquainted with in manner that she under- 
stood and appreciated. 

The examples of hammers and scissors are, of 
course, cited to demonstrate the advantages the real 
salesman possesses in profit making over the class of 
sellers who feel that their sole duty has been ac- 
complished by wrapping up goods and making the 
change. The same theory is present in the selling of 
the larger more complicated and more costly goods in 
hardware stores. Expensive cutlery moves slowly 
largely because the whys of its unusual:cost and the 
necessity therefor are not sufficiently made known. 
The merits of stoves are as a rule not sufficiently 
demonstrated nor are stove buyers sufficiently made 
acquainted with the stoves they are asked to buy. The 
writer has seen an effort to sell one of the best and 
and most artistic heating stoves ever made, fail merely 
because the salesman did not appreciate the merits 
of the stove, the enormous cost of its original patterns, 
its many advantages and its superior beauty. In fact 
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he appeared to know but little if anything about it 
except that it was a stove. The same stove was sold 
by a bright, well informed salesman in the same 
large city to the same people who looked at the other 
stove, and they paid five dollars more for it than they 
could have bought it for in the first instance, and 
moreover they were charmed with it. Examples 
of lack of tact and qualities of salesmanship in hard- 
ware stores are not so infrequent as they may seem 
to be for instances are very many in which identical 
articles rejected in one store are bought at the same 
prices in others’ where good salesmanship is en- 
countered. Tact is, of course, a requisite of good 
salesmanship but thorough understanding of the goods 
is at least a prime quality both in selling goods and 
making and holding customers. Salesmen cannot 
know too much concerning the goods they are ex- 
pected to sell and buyers expect to learn about them 
from the people who sell them. 








Co-OPERATIVE fire insurance has always been favor- 
ably regarded and has been considered ideal, for 
the reason that it brings about a com- 


Hardware munity of interest that is always highly 
Mutual Fire sirable, and in fire insurance it pro- 
Insurance. “C*TA0IC, 4 % : : 


vides a measure of self-protection in 
which all the insured are directly interested, finan- 
cially and otherwise, and in theory at least co-oper- 
ative insurance has always been looked upon as highly 
profitable. In a general way insurance companies 
working along these lines should have proved even 
more successful than they have been, as the mutual 
provisions are wholly inviting, but in these times of 
specializing, insurers, like others, require close touch 
with those with whom they are associated and whose 
interests they are presumed to share and to an extent 
to have voices in the regulation of the associated 
affairs. 

What has retarded the growth of general co-»per- 
ative or mutual fire insurance has been its widespread 
scope and lack of knowledge of the officers who 
guided and controlled affairs, and also the fact that in 
order to make them successful and prosperous it has 
been necessary to make them extensive in order to 
create and continue confidence. Thus the expense of 
getting business and of conducting the business gen- 
erally has necessarily been increased to extents that 
encroached upon what mutual insurers have felt they 
were entitled to by way of rebates or earnings. 

Thoroughly successful co-operation in insurance, 
or in anything else, requires a strict community of in- 
terest aside from the: co-operative measure to be 
considered. It requires a confidence in the partici- 
pants génerally and the highest type of confidence in 
the officers and governing powers, and this, it may be 
said, may be had in no way so completely as by direct 
representation of all concerned in choosing them. 

In co-operative insurance the insured expects to get 
his insurance protection at cost, and should do so. 
If two persons mutually insure each other against fire 
for a year and neither suffers a loss their insurance 
has cost them nothing, as there has been no cost, and 
no doubt four, eight, ten or more might do the same 
successfully, but should one of the number suffer a 
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total fire loss the tax upon each would of course be 

very great in the settlement of the loss, so it becomes 

desirable to enlist a great number in the co-operation 
in order that the losses which naturally occur may be 
provided for by proration of amounts that are pro- 
portionately less than what may be regarded reason- 
able cost of insurance in reliable general insurance 
companies, else the co-operative arrangement is un 
profitable. 

Average insurance risks are well known as <de- 
duced from experience covering hundreds of years, 
and these are so well understood as they relate to dif- 
ferent classes of industry that the grocers, the butch- 
ers, the dry goods stores, the hardware and all other 
established insurance risks need only be referred to 
to learn what each should pay for its insurance under 
ordinary conditions, and in this tabulation it may be 
said that hardware stores are classed as very good 
risks. In the hardware trade the coming together of 
the hardware merchants into strong and social state 
organizations with well-defined and determined pur- 
poses in altogether different directions from insur 
ance has brought about ideal conditions for co-opera- 
tion in fire insurance on strictly mutual lines, con- 
ditions that leave no r6om for extravagance or mis- 
management in control or direction and a recognition 
of these conditions has resulted the establishment of 
hardware insurance companies along the lines of self- 
insurance under carefully guarded methods that, al 
though the various state companies are still young, 
has proved eminently successful, and the plan upon 
which this business has been put into effect has 
seemed to fit the ideal conditions exactly, and thus 
far these efforts have proved to be wholly economi- 
cal and useful. : 

By grouping the several state hardware interests 
and bringing together the single interest, namely, 
hardware, it has been possible for this insurance to be 
had at low rates initially and as a rule to return to 
the insured annually about half of the amounts origin- 
ally paid out on policies, and at the same time to allow 
of the accumulation of strong reserve funds besides 
paying the costs of conducting the business on sys- 
tematic methods. And what is more the several state 
hardware insurance companies are gaining in strength 
and members steadily. 

An annual statement of one of these state companies 
devoted wholly to hardware insurance, and it is but 
an item growing out of state hardware association’s 
affairs, as the others are, and is therefore but an ex- 
ample of what is being done by hardware merchants 
in many states in the way of mutual fire insurance 
among hardware men, shows a most flourishing and 
safe condition. It has been doing business now for 
more than ten years, and from a beginning with no 
business whatever has with each year shown increases 
in its policy columns until the January 1, 1908, show- 
ing told of almost $2,000,000 in policies in force with 
all debts paid, and it handed over to its policyholders 
—all of whom are direct owners—one-half of the 
amount of their policy costs for the preceding year. 
These are pretty strong dividends and naturally they 
are inviting, and under such stimulus the growth and 
success of this class of insurance, properly safe- 
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guarded, must win. Strictly hardware-insurance co- 
operatively for hardware men, by hardware men, in 
which all participants have voices—in the selection of 
the controlling officers and thus guide the manage- 
ment entirely, has, we think, solved the problem of 
fire insurance at cost. It looks good. However, there 
is nothing new about the proposition. Certain aus- 
picious conditions have merely been taken advantage 
of at a propitious time.

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BORN’S NEW AIR BLAST OAK HEATER. 








This is one of the newest and most interesting stoves 
of its type that has come to our notice. It runs, of 
course, strictly to the lines of the oak stove, though its 
profile is very well broken up and disguised by an 
unusually wide nickel trimmed foot rest encircling the 
stove and to an extent draping the fire pot. The base 
is laid out on pyramidal lines and this rests upon a 
full nickeled base strip. The stove is built with a self 
feeding magazine, which may be used or removed as 
may be desired. The fire pot is of the slotted venti 
lated variety, and around its outer top there is applied 
a hollow belting which receives an air supply from the 
outside and conveys it through openings upon the top 
of the fire in a manner that provides in the best pos- 
sible way for the perfection of combustion. The ait 
feeding facilities thus provided, are controlled by a 
screw register damper at the front. In the operation 
of the stove, the fire is started in the ordinary wa) 
with the draft air supply entering through the bottom 
grate, but as soon as the fire is burning in good condi- 
tion, the lower draft is shut off and the screw draft in 
the air ring is opened. By this means the air passing 
through the ring is heated from the fire pot and en 
ters the combustion chamber above the fuel at a high 
temperature and thus the gases are forced to ignit« 
and provide-an intensely hot flame of bluish color al! 
around the outer edge of the fire pot. The'new oak 
is built in sheet and sheet and a half height, the orna- 
mental iron work is thoroughly good in all its details 
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and its nickeled treatment which is generous in quan- 
tity is all of good design and well located. The stove 
burns any kind of fuel and for hard coal uses a mica 
front door is provided. The ash pit is large and a 
thoroughly desirable grate arrangement is provided. 
It may be said to be a combination of high-class de- 
signing, skillful workmanship, and clever ideas, in 
which all of the good features are apparently present.

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A FENCE WIRE COMPLAINT. 








Advices from Washington, D. C., to THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN state that a bill seeking the removal of the 
duty of 45 per cent upon barbed or woven wire has 
been introduced in Congress by Representative 
Haugen of Iowa. Mr. Haugen, it is stated, claims to 
have the support of the Secretary of Agriculture in an 
effort to bring the fence wire trust to terms and insure 
a better quality of wire for the farmers of the United 
States. He is said to have stated that the farmers 
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complain of the quality of wire rather than its price, 
and asserts that fence wire now used on American 
farms is brittle and short lived and that as a result the 
maverick population is growing on the western plains 
and stock are straying from one ranch to another. 

The abolition of the duty, he believes, will result in 
a better class of wire being turned out in this country 
in order to meet foreign competition.

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lowa Retail Hard- 
ware Convention 





The Tenth Annual Convention of the Iowa Retail 
Hardware Association opened on Tuesday, February 
18. On account of the fierce snow storm the atten- 
dance was not so large as it would have been under 
more favorable conditions, but there was a very good 
attendance of Iowa dealers present. The opening ses- 
sion was called to order by President DeVol and 
among other preliminaries the Secretary read a com- 
munication from the Commercial Club extending a 
cordial invitation to the visiting delegates to make 
themselves at home at the club’s rooms. 

Mayor Lightner of Cedar Rapids then delevered an 
address of welcome, in which he apologized for the 
weather, assured the delegates that he had made due 
provisions for their safety while in Cedar Rapids, and 
in a general way. made a most excellent welcoming 
speech and then handed over the key to the city, 
amid much applause. 

President DeVol on, behalf of the Iowa Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association thanked the mayor for 
the welcome given to the Association at its Tenth 
Annual meeting, and also thanked the citizens gen- 
erally and to an extent specifically for the assistance 
that had been given to the association in the matter 
of preparations, etc. 

The President then delivered his annual address. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Iowa Retail Hardware Association: It 
is with great pleasure that I greet you at this, the tenth 
annual convention and tin anniversary of the Iowa Retail 
Hardware Association, and it is very gratifying to the officers 
of your association to see such a large and representative body 
of the membership present at this, our first session. 

We are today better merchants in every sense of the word 
than we were ten years ago. We have learned the lesson well 
that our competitor has just as good a right to live and prosper 
as we have and instead of trying to do all we can to outdo 
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him by the cutting of profits we have also learned the fact 
that we might profit by getting a little of his experience in a 
business way; and this is one of the great reasons, gentlemen, 
you are here today and I hope when you have stayed with us 
and listened to the discussions and talks to be given at this 
convention that you will go home with a much clearer idea 
of how you can better your business in some way that you 
may show a better profit at the end of the year 1908. 

Permit me at this time to compare the conditions of our 
association at three periods in the last ten years. In 1808 the 
hardware dealers of Council Bluffs conceived the idea of or- 
ganizing a State Association of retail hardware dealers. This 
was being done in several of our surrounding states and in 
order to keep in line with the time our home merchants called 
this meeting. The meeting was held in our city at the Grand 
Hotel by our four retail hardware dealers, viz., P. C. DeVol. 
Sr., Chas. Swaine, H. A. Cole, T. N. Peterson, and one lone 
member from out of town, Mr. Chas. Brelsford, who was 
then living at Villisca. These five gentlemen talked the mat- 
ter over, discussed the question pro and con and decided that 
they would go on with the work. They organized and elected 
officers as follows: P. C. DeVol, president; T. N. Peterson, 
vice-president ; H. A. Cole, secretary, and Chas. Swaine, treas 
urer. They adjourned this very interesting session and called 
a meeting to be held in Des Moines during the following 
February, and this, gentlemen, was the starting of ,the Iowa 
Retail Hardware Association. In 1902 the association had 
grown to a membership of something like 100 members. The 
ftegular convention was called for Des Moines, but owing to 
the fact that Des Moines had an epidemic of smallpox at that 
time the meeting was postponed for two weeks and the loca- 
tion changed to Cedar Rapids. I then had the pleasure of 
attending my first convention in Cedar Rapids in 1902. We 
were instructed to buy our tickets and get an agent’s certificate 
to hand in to our secretary on our arrival in Cedar Rapids, 
with the understanding that if we had 100 certificates that we 
would have a rebate in our railroad fare so that the fare 
would be one and one-third for the round trip. We turned 
in these certificates and, gentlemen, we lacked just thirteen 
certificates of getting that rebate. 

Last year at our convention in Des Moines we had regis- 
tered dealers numbering 625 in attendance. This goes to 
show, gentlemen, that united we have strength and there is 
only one way that we can better the conditions of the retail 
hardware dealer and the retail trade in general and that is by 
associating ourselves together for our own interests and our 
own good. We not only help the members of our own asso 
ciation, but we help every retail merchant and it seems to me 
with the fight that we are now having against the parcels post 
measure as advocated by Postmaster General Meyer, and cata 
log house competition, that every retail dealer, whether he is 
a hardware merchant or not, should join the association that 
represents his trade. We, however, are lining up the hard- 
ware dealers of the state of Iowa in good form, having now 
a membership of nearly 1,000 members out of 1,600 dealers in 
the state, which will have to be admitted as being a good rep- 
resentation of the retail hardware trade of the state 

The same trouble confronts us today that we have had 
to contend with in the past, and that is catalog house com- 
petition, and while we have hampered this competition to some 
extent, it is an inevitable fact that they are still with us and 
will be for some time to come. We must be on our guard 
and be ready to fight this evil whenever and wherever the op- 
portunity presents itself, and you as individual members of 
the association can help the work being done in this direction 
by your support as members of your association and being 
loyal to it and in so doing we will be able to strengthen our 
position as retail hardware merchants in a way that cannot be 
accomplished by any other method. We have new evils that 
are confronting us today that we must look into and take 
such action as will be to our best interests, viz., the parcels 
post as recommended by Postmaster General Von Meyer. We 
are proud of the work that the National Association has dene 
in the fight against this measure, and especially of the untiring 
and most effective labor of our national president. It is esti 
mated by one of our well known congressmen who is on the 
appropriation committee in the house, that the passing of the 












































































parcels post measure would mean a deficit in the postoffice de- 
partment of something like $150,000,000, a year, instead of $25,- 
000,000 in the year 1906. You can readily see from this that 
it will mean that all catalog houses and others that forward 
merchandise by mail will do so at a great advantage to them- 
selves and at the expense of the taxpayers of the govern- 
ment. It will be a kind of co-partnership between the catalog 
house and the government and instead of the catalog house 


paying the freight it. will be you and I or any one else who — 


is a taxpayer and who constitutes.as a people our government. 

Our State Association may well be proud of the fact that 
our most worthy ex-president, Mr. S. R. Miles, was elected 
to the presidency of the National Association in Boston in 
June last, and we commend the fine work that he is doing in 
this office. It is not only a_ credit to our associations, both 
state and national, but to his, as he has shown most excellent 
judgment and efficiency in carrying on the duties which fall 
to him as president of the National Association. We are 
proud of him and glad of the:high honor conferred on him 
which he well deserves for the valuable work he has per- 
formed for the two associations. 

The success and high standing of our Mutual Insurance 
Association are due in a large measure to the efforts of Mr. 
Miles, who has given up a share of his time to carry on the 
business of this association in addition to the time he has 
devoted to the work of the National Association. We are 
grateful to him for everything he has done for our good, and 
we hope he will be amply rewarded in the results of his 
efforts. I wish to commend the excellent work done by our 
Iowa delegates to the national convention in Boston. They 
showed an unusual amount of activity at the convention and 
were honored by having three of their members appointed as 
chairmen of very important committees. Besides this, there 
was one committee that had four Iowa delegates in it, which 
shows that our Iowa delegates are workers and not afraid 
to act when they are called upon, and I wish to thank every 
one of the delegates for their service at the convention and 
the excellent showing they made. 

Reviewing the work of the past year, I would like to 
mention the fact that it was one of the most active years that 
we have had in association work, and the retail hardware 
merchants are today the best organized and more powerful 
than any other trade organization. ‘We have accomplished 
more and done moye good for the retail trade of the country 
than any other class of men have accomplished, and why is 
this? Because we have conducted our association affairs in 
a careful and conservative manner, doing all things in a busi- 
nesslike way, using our best judgment and making very few 
mistakes and the consequences are that we have been grow- 
ing in strength until today we are looked to and considered 
the leaders in all matters of legislation that is for the interest 
of the retail trade of the country. 

I had the pleasure of attending a conference on trusts and 
combines in Chicago in October last and the results ‘of that 
meeting will be shown in the resolutions and recommenda- 
tions that have been brought before this session of congress, 
which, if carried out wil! eliminate most of the evils that have 
caused the unjust attacks on legitimate corporations and labor. 
They will curb the power of illegitimate capital and labor or- 
ganizations; and the time is not far away when the business 
interests of this country will not be hampered in their prog- 
ress and foreign and local capitalists will not be so skeptical 
about making investments in this country as they have been 
during the past year. Our growth and prosperity will con- 
tinue on safe and businesslike laws instead of the uncertain 
laws ¢hat we have had to contend against and which tended 
to encourage a feeling of unrest that has encircled the Ameri- 
can people in the past few years. 

While the recent financial trouble was felt by a great 
many of us during the month of November, conditions im- 
proved wonderfully in the month of December, and we feel 
today that we are on a better footing and a sounder founda- 
tion than we were a year ago, and there is no doubt in my 
mind but that we will have the best year in 1908 that we have 
had in the last five or six years. 

I would like to suggest right here that it gill be to our 
advantage as retail merchants of the country to go into poli- 
tics more than we have in the past. If we will interest our- 
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selves in this direction we can do more good for the retail 
trade of the country than by any other method. Make your 
selves known and use your influence in political matters and 
when the time comes when you want legislation in some mat- 
ter that will be of interest to the retail trade of the country 
you will be in line to act and get what we want and need to 
better our conditions. The work will be much easier than it 
is where you show an indifference toward politics and do not 
take the interest you should in them. Do not get the habit 
of interesting yourself so closely in your business that you do 
not know what the rest of the world is doing. It will do you 
good to get out of your own business life occasionally and se 
what is going on outside of the store. 

The insurance feature of our association has been of the 
greatest assistance to us in obtaining new members and re- 
taining those that we have. We are doing a large insurance 
business among the retail trade and it is very gratifying to 
the retail merchant when at the end of the year he receives 
through the mail a rebate check of 40 per cent for the insur- 
ance he carried in the Iowa Retail Mutual Insurance Asso- 
ciation, which more than pays his membership in the Retail 
Hardware Association and leaves him a balance on the right 
side of the ledger. This insurance feature, gentlemen, is a 
business proposition that should have your most careful at- 
téntion. It is good, conservative, reasonable imsurance at a 
very low rate which will more than pay you for the trouble 
of joining the association and if any of you have a dealer in 
your city that is not a member of this association, you would 
confer a great favor on the officers of the Insurance Asso- 
ciation if you will recommend to this dealer the advantage 
you have experienced by carrying our insurance. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the association and its 
members for the honors and the support you have given me 
in my administration, and I hope that you will be as con- 
siderate of the welfare of my successor as you have been 
of me. 


In connection with the address the president took 
occasion to thank the members of the association for 
their interest taken in association matters and the 
National Retail Hardware Association, who had done 
so much to defeat the parcels post measure, and add- 
ed much to the association’s interesting and progres- 
sive history. He also commended the secretary’s 
work most highly and thanked the executive commit- 
tee for the interest they had manifested during the 
year, and the Cedar Rapids friends for their valuable 
assistance. 

The address was received with much pleasure and 
applause by the members. 

Following the President’s address the report of the 
Secretary-Treasurer was submitted and was listened 
to with interest by the convention. 


The Imperial Male Quartette then favored the con- 
vention with interesting vocal music in two interesting 
numbers that were received with much applause. 

President S. R. Miles of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Association then delivered an exceptionally in- 
teresting address, which elicited close attention and 
was greeted with much applause. He referred to the 
Iowa Retail Hardware Association as having been 
the first association to put into operation the plan of 
collecting a full advance assessment in its insurance 
department and stated that following this arrangement 
every mutual insurance company doing business in 
Iowa adopted the same plan with great success. He 
said he thought a vote of thanks should be tendered 
to the Board of Directors for the splendid way in 
which they had looked after the financial interest. 
Concerning the matter of the parcels post he said that 
word had come from Washington that the hardware 
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people were the only ones who were opposing the 
parcels post. This statement he took occasion to deny 
and cited other interests that were also opposed to it. 
Mr. Miles referred to a press accusation of selfishness 
upon the part of hardware men in this matter which 
had come largely from journals whose interests were 
not at all in accord with those of retail business men. 
and stated that at one time the press had represented 
that hardware associations were organized for the 
purpose of devising means for breaking down the cata- 
logue house business of the country. On the contrary, 
however, he said that hardware associations have 
worked solely with the thought of building up the 
business of its membership. Mr. Miles requested that 
the Association send a full delegation to St. Louis to 
attend the Retail Hardware Dealers there on March 
24-26. 

President DeVol afterwards assured Mr. Miles that 
a full delegation will be sent to St. Louis. 

The President then announced the committees as 
follows:

The convention then adjourned to meet again on 
Wednesday. 

WEDNESDAY. 

The Iowa Hardware Mutual Insurance Association 
met at 2 o'clock p. m..for a business session and for 
the election of directors. On account of the absence of 
President S. R. Miles, Vice-President L. Linden- 
burg of Dubuque delivered a very interesting address 
relating to the merits and advantages of mutual in- 
surance in the abstract and also as related to the lowa 
Hardware Mutual Insurance Association in particular. 
He spoke of the Association’s method of writing in- 
surance and of the quality, price and value of the in- 
surance thereof, both directly and comparatively as 
relates to other insurance. As a second consideration 
he spoke of the manner in which the Association has 
brought up to deal with and to protect hardware men 
and hardware men only against fire losses, and cited 
the stability of the organization as evidenced by its 
past history. 

At another point the cost of insurance as provided 
by the Association was taken up directly and refer- 
ence was made to the superior advantages of handling 
solely hardware risks which all of the insurers knew 
more about than they did of any other risks. He 
said that the Iowa Association has constantly in- 
creased its annual refund since its start, the first divi- 
sion being 20%, and this was followed by a 25% 
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provision for two years in succession, then for a year 
35% was provided and for last year the refund was 
40%. In its conclusion the address contained a plea 
to hardware merchants to properly protect themselves 
in the matter of insurance and an invitation to care- 
fully consider what the Iowa Mutual Hardware In- 
surance Association had to offer in the way of in- 
surance protection. 

The annual report of the Secretary of the Insur- 
ance Association was then submitted and an address 
was delivered by him touching upon insurance mat- 
ters, following which unfinished business was taken up 
and disposed of and the meeting adjourned. 

The afternoon session of the Iowa Retail Hardware 
Association was called to order at 3 p.m. The open- 
ing item of the program being music by the Imperial 
Male Quartette in numbers that were highly appre- 
ciated by the convention. 

The remainder. of the session was given over to gen- 
eral business discussion relating to many interesting 
topics. 

Upon Wednesday 
at the People’s Theater was tendered to the 
Association members by the hardware dealers 
of Cedar Rapids, Iowa. A _ large _ representa- 
tion of delegates and others partook of the local 
dealers’ hospitality and a very pleasant evening was 
enjoyed. What was considered the swellest feature 
of the entire program enjoyed by the theater party 
was a number of vocal selections by the “Heavy 
Hardware Quartette,” a quartette made up among the 
hardware men whose combined weight is over a half

THURSDAY. 

The convention was called to order at 2 p.m. The 
Imperial Male Quartette favored the convention with 
vocal selections. Mr. Chas. W. Burrows of Cleve- 
land, O., then delivered an excellent address relating 
to the parcels post question. Mr. Burrows may be 
said to be an expert on postal matters and is a very 
close student on all things that relate to postal affairs 
and therefore his thorough handling of the topic in 
hand not only commanded attention but increased in- 
terest as the address progressed. 

An address was delivered by Mr. N. A. Gladding, 
the topic of which was “Salesmanship.” 

Mr. W. H. Stepanek addressed the convention on 
the topic of “Business Methods in a Hardware Store.” 
Mr. Stepanek’s address held closely to the lines of the 
practical operation of a hardware store and it awak- 
ened much interest. It was the kind of talk that 
appeals directly to hardware men as related to their 
every day environment. He touched upon the neces- 
sity of doing something for store betterment and a 
number of things relating to sales systems and the 
necessity for simplifying methods to the end of econo- 
my. The books and accounts were given considera- 
tion and the collection of accounts promptly was urged 
as a necessary requirement for successful business. 

The Hon. F. F. Jones of Villisca, Ia., talked to the 
convention about the “Business Man in Politics.” 

The session proved to be a very popular one from 
all points of view and the members were well enter- 
tained.

New York State Retail 
Hardware Convention 


The Sixth Annual Convention of the New York 
State Retail Hardware Association was opened at 
Convention Hall in Buffalo on Tuesday, February 18. 
A meeting of the directors of the Association was 
held at 10 a. m. A reception of members, the enroll- 
ment of new members, the payment of dues and the 
distribution of badges was taken up in the regular 
order during the morning session and disposed of, 
following which the meeting adjourned until 2 o’clock 
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p. m. About 250 delegates were in the City of Buf- 
falo at the time of the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion and many more were expected to arrive during 
the day. 

TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The regular opening session of the convention was 
called to order at 2 p. m. by President L. G. Matti- 
son, of Newark, N. Y. The President introduced 
Mayor Adam of the City of Buffalo, who in a very 
clever speech welcomed the hardware delegates to 
the City of Buffalo and was heard with much pleasure 
and greeted with a great amount of enthusiasm. 

President Mattison of the Association responded 
to the Mayor’s address and then followed with his 
annual address. 

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

In the opening of his address, President Mattison 
greeted the delegates and members of the convention 
and stated to them that the Association had much to 
be thankful for. That its committees had worked 
faithfully and wisely. He also expressed thanks that 
the Association’s Secretary had been restored to health 
and was able to be with them again. 

He thanked the officers and members of the Asso- 
ciation collectively and each individually for their 
courtesies and willingness to accept the burden of 
responsibiltiy during the year past and for the re- 
sults achieved by them that makes the future look 
bright for the Association. 

He took up the “Parcels Post” question, which, as 
he stated, was to be under discussion later during the 
convention, and commented upon the work that has 
been done by the Association in efforts to defeat the 
passage of any unfavorable law pertaining to the 
“Parcels Post” during the session of the 6oth Con- 
gress. 

He stated that the convention program for this 
year was arranged with a view to drawing out the 
members more fully in friendly discussions and urged 
that when opportunities. arrived for discussions that 
would take place each member should take part in 
the discussions and thus not only add their own in- 
fluence and knowledge relating to each and all of 
the topics, but also to gain as much information as 
might be had from others. 

The President then took up the subject of mutual 
relations, social fellowship and trade affiliation, in 
which connection he said: “I will now take up the 
subject that interests me most.” Then followed a 
splendid address upon the relations referred to, which 
brought to the attention of the convention not only 
the great personal benefit that is obtained by each 
associated member through trade affiliation and the 
consequent begetting of confidence one in the other, 
and led into the wonderful advantages that must 
accrue from perfected mutual trade relations which 
come about only through trade fellowship and intimate 
trade association. In extension he followed along 
through confidence, charity and respect into a broth- 
erly love of a business variety such as which is always 
engendered by proper understandings that can be 
brought about only through meetings of frequent 
occurrence of the same order as that of the hardware 
men then in session. ; 
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[In the matter of confidence and its peculiar values, 
the President told a pretty good story which related 
to his own personal experience as a boy and which he 
states made an entirely lasting impression upon him. 
The story is as follows: 

“When I was a lad at home I was sent to a neigh- 
boring village for a visit of a few weeks. One day 
while there, some of the women folk found me in the 


pantry and at once accused me of stealing doughnuts.: 


That night after supper a council of war was held 
with the head of the family concerning my case. But 
he came down flat-footed and held to his position, 
which was that he did not believe a word of it, because 
I was not that kind of a boy. And that settled it.” 

I cannot extract the regulation moral out of this 
tale, said the President, for I did steal the dough- 
nuts, but I have been ashamed to look a doughnut 
squarely in the eye ever since. Where once I was 
blind I can now see that I was not expected to be 
“that kind of a boy.” 

President Mattison’s address was heard with much 
interest and was interspersed with frequent applause. 

Following the President’s address an address was 
delivered by Mr. George F. Bradford, the topic of 
which was “Hardware Trade Journalism; What it 
Has Accomplished and What it Should Accomplish,” 
after which Mr. E. W. Heath, President of the Heath 
& Milligan Mfg. Company of Chicago, was in order 
for an address on “Honest Paint Law.” The conven- 
tion then adjourned for the day. 

WEDNESDAY. 

The Wednesday’s session was devoted wholly to 
the uses of members only and may be said to have 
been an executive session. This session was called 
to order at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. The annual 
report of Secretary John B. Foley was heard, follow- 
ing which the annual report of President T. E. Pelton 
was submitted and the committee reports were taken 
up in their regular order. 

The election of.officers was then held. It resulted 
in the choosing of the following named gentlemen for 
the offices indicated: President, John Holney Bradish ; 
first vice-president, C. J. Elderfield; second vice-presi- 
dent, S. M. Young; treasurer, S. E. Felton ; and secre- 
tary, J. R. Foley of Syracuse. 

Directors: Charles P. Sherwood, White Plains; 
Charles E. Wethey, Port Byron; W. D. Ganey, Au- 
burn; A. F. Miller, Olean; T. W. Stevens, Oneonta ; 
L. J. Ernst, Rochester; George W. Rockwell, Horse- 
heads; W. J. Hoty, Wellsville; J. F. Williams, Bald- 
winsville ; L. G. Mattison, Newark; J. G. Ferris, Johns- 
town; A. E. Towne, Saratoga Springs; A. R. Grant, 
Syracuse ; Charles W. Young, Elmira; and Charles J. 
Fix, Buffalo. 

THURSDAY. 

The session of Thursday was called to order at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon and after the usual opening 
formalities listened to interesting addresses and the 
reading of papers almost to the exclusion of other 
things. Among the addresses that were submitted 
was one by Mr. Harvey J. Fueller on “Specialization 
in Hardware Business,” which awakened much in- 
terest. Mr. Fueller is from Philadelphia, where he 
is connected with the Abram Cox Stove Co.. Presi- 
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dent S. R. Miles of the National Retail Hardware 
Association delivered an interesting address and cre- 
ated applause. E. J. Cornish, President of the Carter 
White Lead Co. of Chicago, addressed the conven- 
tion on “Lead Pigments.” 

Mr. John G. Ferres of Johnstown, N. Y., second 
vice-president, was chosen to act as chairman of the 
question box committee. 

After the election of officers in the afternoon Chair- 
man Ferres picked from the question box various sub- 
jects for discussion by the delegates. The meeting 
was continued until the box had been entirely emptied. 
One of the subjects discussed was as to whether or 
not the scope of the association should be extended to 
include in the membership all of the retail hardware 
implement dealers. 

Another subject discussed was whether or not the 
association shall favor an amendment to the law regu- 
lating the issuance of licenses to peddlers, so that a 
state license shall be abolished and the licensing of 
peddlers be governed entirely by the local laws of 
cities, incorporated villages and towns. 

On Thursday evening a splendid banquet was ten- 
dered to the hardware delegates at Hotel Iroquois, 
where a very large number of delegates and others 
partook of a splendid and most enjoyable repast, 
mingled with toasts, addresses and good stories. 

FRIDAY. 

Friday’s session was called to order at 9:30 a. m. 
This session was designed for members only and the 
affairs taken up during the session were such as were 
intended chiefly if not almost wholly for people who 
actually belonged to the Association. The question 
box and the questions and the discussions of these 
questions occupied the attention of the members pres- 
ent during the session practically to the exclusion of 
all other matters. 

On Wednesday afternoon papers of incorporation 
of the New York State Hardware Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, incorporated, were filed with the county clerk. 
Fifteen directors are named in the papers, and it is set 
forth that the principal offices of the organization will 
be located in Buffalo. 


Indiana Retail 
Hardware Convention 


The Ninth Annual Convention of the Indiana Re- 
tail Hardware Association opened in connection with 
the Association’s hardware exhibit in Tomlinson’s 
Hall in Indianapolis on Tuesday, Feb. 18, at 9:30 
a.m. It is said that there were 600 hardware dealers 
from all sections of the state in Indianapolis at the 
time of the opening of the convention, and that more 
members were expected to arrive. The regular meet- 
ings of the Association proper were held in the As- 
sembly room of the Dennison Hotel, while the hard- 
ware exhibit was held at Tomlinson’s Hall, where a 
splendid exhibition of hardware goods is being given 
and is attracting a great deal of interest, every avail- 
able part of the hall being filled by the displays. The 
hardware association established headquarters upon 
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the big stage of the hall, where new members were 
received and the official badges were distributed. 
AFTERNOON, 

At the afternoon session, which opened at 1:30 
p. m. at the Dennison Hotel and which was an open 
session, the program began by the delegates singing 
“America,” following which the President delivered 
his annual address in which he reviewed the benefits 
that have accrued to the trade throughout the State by 
the reason of the organization and urged members to 
adhere to it loyally. Mr. Geo. H. Maxwell addressed 
the meeting on the subject of “Solidarity of the Com- 
munity of the Development of Country Towns and 
the Mutual Interests That Should Bind the Farmers 
and Merchants Together.” Mr. Maxwell is a good 
speaker. and an entertaining one and his address re- 
ceived much attention and gave much pleasure. 

Mr. Chas. W. Burrows of Cleveland, O., the First 
Vice-President of the National Board of Trade, who 
is noted for being thoroughly well informed in rela- 
tion to United States postal affairs.and postal statis- 
tics, spoke upon the parcels post subject, in which all 
hardware dealers are keenly interested. His address 
awakened keen interest among the hardware men and 
aroused much enthusiasm. 

Mr. O. B. James of Richland Center, Wis., then ad- 
dressed the convention upon the subject of “Country 
Store Advertising” in a most entertaining manner, 
and told some wholesome facts relating to his topic 
that ought to do a world of good to retail hardware 
dealers in the matter of making their stores better 
known.

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WONDERFUL LIGHTNING 





Demonstrations of Its Remarkable Force and Actions— 
Origin of the Lightning Stroke—Numerous Reports of 
Curious Freaks of Lightning—Protection From 
Lightning—Beneficial Results of 
Lightning Strokes.

Lightning effects upon human beings are in many instances 
very peculiar. Thus on May 31st, 1891, I have a report where 
Ella Ragen was sitting in a doorway at her home at Anna, O., 
when lightning struck some object in the yard and Miss Ragen 
fell over asleep and had remained asleep to the date of the 
report on May 31st ten days after the occurrence. She could 
not be awakened, her breathing and appearance being natural. 
On July oth, 1893, at Brooklyn, N. Y., Martin Campbell was 
kilied by lightning and his breast, thigh, and hip were marked 
in a very peculiar manner. The marks started from a point on 
the spinal column, encircle the neck and covered the breast. 
Down the center of the breast was a long thick crimson 
line with numerous lateral branches similar in respect to a 
large branch of a tree with its smaller branches diverging in 
different directions. Similar markings appeared upon the hip 
and thigh. These markings were at first thought to be veins 
brought to the surface by the electric shock but this conclu- 
sion was wrong as it was found that the markings were en- 
tirely superficial, not penetrating through the outer or under 
skin. A peculiar effect of a lightning stroke upon a person 
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is the occurrence that happened to George Rood, of Jewett 
City, Conn., about May 24th, 1891. He was struck by ligit- 
ning and badly burnt, his whole body was charged with elec- 
tricity so that when he put his hands or feet together they 
would stick and only by violent rubbing could they be sep 
arated. 

It has been demonstrated that there is danger from light- 
ning in our dwellings, barns, in the fields, and under trees: 
let us see if we would be safe on the top of a mountain. On 
August 11th, 1891, an old and well known prospector named 
Joe Miller was instantly killed by lightning while prospecting 
on Pearl Pass, 6 miles from Ashcroft, Colo., at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. The pass is about three-quarters of a mile above 
the timber line, and the naked rock was continually bathed 
in nature’s electricity, wnile the thunder was one incessant 
roll during the continuance of the storm. On June 28th, 1894, 
at Triangular Lake, near Wilkesbarre, Pa., lightning struck 
the Lake Hotel, descended along the chimney, tearing it out, 
and branching into all the rooms, smashing furniture, ripping 
up the floors and knocking large holes in the walls. The hotel 
is situated on top of the mountain and was exposed to the ful! 
fury of the storm. Mr. and Mrs. Hess and their two sons 
wére severely injured and burnt. Assistant Superintendent P 
A. Welker, of the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
now stationed on the summit of Mount Elbert, in a letter to 
his superior, describing the electric storms on the mountain, 
says in all his experience he has never seen anything to com- 
pare with the terrific lightning. “Every day since we have 
been on the summit,” he says, “we have had heavy hail and 
snow storms, accompanied by wind and the most terrific light- 
ning and thunderstorms that can be imagined. All of the 
lightning of the heavens seems to concentrate about Mount 
Elbert. At times the mountain is charged with electricity, 
numerous suspended electric lights can be seen, and almost 
everybody. receives electric shocks. Considerable damage has 
been done by the lightning. The observatory and new theo- 
dolite have twice been struck by lightning; the vertical circle 
has been struck and also the azimuth mark. Lightning struck 
the peak four times. The sun shade at the end of the tele- 
scope was pierced twice, and the molten metal spattered over 
the objective; the y’s and pivots were badly burnt, also the 
foot screws and about one-quarter of the object glass was 
shattered. The theodolite pier was so shattered that it was 
necessary to rebuild it. The vertical circle pier was also shat 
tered but the itistrument was not much damaged. Our camp 
is within 200 yards of the observatory and in rather an un 
comfortable position during the storms. It is‘ thus evident 
that there is danger from lightning on elevations. 


It has been disputed that lightning strikes objects sus- 
pended in the air or ‘that it was the cause of killing birds on 
the wing. I have a few records of this nature. About June 
12th, 1891, at Nashville, Tenn., several gentlemen were sitting 
in front of a store in West Nashville when one of the party 
noticed a large turkey buzzard sailing majestically across the 
sky, and remarked that if the buzzard did not look out h« 
would get wet. Their attention was thus called to the bird, 
and all were watching its graceful flight, when suddenly, just 
as it was opposite and above them, they were blinded by « 
flash of lightning, which seemingly exploded upon the back 
of the buzzard. They were astonished somewhat, but re 
covered themselves and looked for the buzzard but could sce 
nothing of him; all that was left of the bird was a few black 
tail feathers which fluttered to the ground. On May 3d, 1893. 
at Honks Hill, Delaware county, New York, a large bald 
eagle was found dead after a severe thunderstorm. The king 
of birds had evidently been struck by lightning while in mid 
air. Upon being examined the eagle was found to have : 
streak extending from tip to tip of its wings and across it: 
breast, where the feathers had been burnt off and the flesh 
was scorched as with a hot iron. From the tips of its out 
stretched wings the bird measured a trifle over five feet. At 
Rock Creek, Cal., on June 11th, 1887, it is reported that dur 
ing a recent storm, lightning struck into a flock of geese which: 
were passing over the place and sent six of them to the earth

If we at this 
distance are led to believe thus of this store window, 
is it not altogether likely that readers of the advertise- 
ment in the town where it is published should think 
the same? The idea of publishing the ‘phone num- 
ber in a case of this kind is not at all bad and no doubt 
it has brought ’phone inquiries. The address line, 
however, is open to question, as it does not indicate 
an Emery Hardware Company, but does indicate that 
a person by the name of Emery keeps a hardware 
store at 604 Front street, but a person reading the 
advertisement from a detached piece of the paper in 
some locality other than in Fargo, would be wholly un- 
able to address a communication to the concern if he 
so desired. If this line means that Mr. Emery keeps a 
hardware store, some punctuation has been omitted 
following Mr. Emery’s name. The absence of this 
punctuation and the absence of the complete address 
are the only criticisms we have to make of the ad- 
vertisement. It is well put up and attractive, the type 
is well chosen and the border is neat and attractive. 
This advertisement occupied 134 inches, double column 
in the Fargo Forum, of Fargo, N. D. 

In Hubert & Harrington’s advertisement there is a 
good example of the effectiveness of advertising a

The printer’s work has been well done 
as far as the type in the advertisement is concerned 
and the border is just such as should have been used 
with such an advertisement, but as it is printed it 
proves to be sufficiently faulty to affect the general 
aspect of the advertisement in the open gaps that are 
shown in it because of its not properly having been 
locked up in the newspaper form. We can see no ex- 
cuse for this fault, although we must admit that it is 
one of exceedingly frequent occurrence in country 
and small city newspapers. This advertisement oc- 
cupied 234 inches, single column, in the Fargo Forum, 
of Fargo, N. D.

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


As I have already been much benefited in a direct way 
by reading your communications from the furnace men that 
appear under the heading, “Wanted: Practical Ideas,” I feel 
that I owe you something, and therefore I am very glad to be 
able to contribute to this very interesting furnace depart- 
ment which I think is much too valuable to be in any way 
neglected. 

In your issue of February 1 there appeared a letter from 
Mr. W. H. Regner.of Aurora, Neb., in which he stated that 
in many cases he. had found that the casings of furnaces 
were much too small for the furnaces which they enveloped. 
This statement gave me a new line of thought and led me 
to conclusions that in many cases in which I have heretofore 
been called upon to remedy the heating quality of furnaces 
which I was able to accomplish in part but not entirely to my 
own satisfaction. The fault must have lain almost wholly in 
the fact that the casings were too small for the furnaces or 
the furnaces too large for the casings. Since this suggestion 
has come to me I have taken up two different cases of fur- 
naces in which I have not heretofore been successful in pro- 
viding sufficient heat with, and in these cases I enlarged 
the casing to such proportions as I had figured was neces- 
sary and I found the result to be almost startling, for both 
of them responded at once to the treatment and not only 
supplied more heated air throughout each of the houses in 
which they were situated, but I found the quality of the 
heated air to be much better than before. Since that time I 
have watched both of these furnaces and have questioned 
their owners about their actions since my surgical operation 
upon them and I learn that they are working steadily and 
regularly and are supplying ample heat at all times and un- 
der all conditions. In view of this experience I am quite 
ready to join in Mr. Regner’s view of the matter and to con- 
cede my belief to be that not only many but very many fur- 
naces are -pinched so closely in their casings as to retard 
proper action, and I have little doubt but whaj furnaces are 
injured and made shorter lived by the baking processes to 
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which they are subjected by extremely hot, confinéd air upon 
their outside surfaces and roaring fires within. 

I find that one great fault among furnace owners to be 
the neglect of their furnaces following the last fire that js 
put into them during the cold weather. Customarily owners 
are through with their furnaces after the last fire has been 
built and the remains of this and also the remainder of the 
water that has been left in the water pan are allowed to 
stand without attention for a period of about six months or 
more or until the weather becomes cold later in the year and 
a furnace fire is again made necessary. I conclude that a 
furnace is not at all benefitted by being left with this ac- 
cumulation of coal and ashes in it, usually both in its fire pot 
and ash pit, for so long a time, as the dampness that ac- 
cumulates causes rusting out of the parts to a great extent and 
also material injury to the smoke pipe and its connections. | 
find that because of this practice furnace owners know very 
little about what conditions their furnaces are in when the 
time comes to start fires again in the fall and there are so 
many of them that become fatlty in different ways because of 
being rusted out or clogged up either in their exit pipes or 
their radiators, or by having their cold air ducts nailed up 
or otherwise closed that the demand at this time for furnace 
men to put them into shape is greater than the supply, hence a 
great deal of trouble is occasioned. 

I believe that when ‘the last fire has been built and it 
has been allowed to go out in the spring the furnace should 
have attention as soon thereafter as is practical and should 
be thoroughly cleaned out and repaired if necessary, and that 
it should be inspected by some one who understands furnaces 
before the winter fire is started up, and not only should the 
furnace be inspected, but the pipes, all of them, and registers 
should be found to be in correct condition before the winter 
heating has begun. I personally have a number of patrons 
who have made arrangements with me to take care of their 
furnaces in this way year after year for a. moderate con- 
sideration and they never have any trouble of any kind in 
properly heating their homes.

A TINNER’S INQUIRY. 





To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

“IT have been a reader of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
for a number of years and have given close attention 
to everything it has contained including the questions 
that have been asked by brother tinners concerning 
heating, ventilating, roofing, etc. It is now my wish 
to ask a question on my own account concerning gal- 
vanized iron, in corrugated V-crimp, or straight seam 
formation for roofing. It is claimed by some users 
and particularly many in my neighborhood, that it 
makes a better roofing than tin, and others in the 
same neighborhood have no use for it at all. For my 
own part and from the information I now have, I 
prefer the tin roof at all times, but I am anxious to 
learn the opinions of other roofers relating to galvan- 
ized roofing and to learn some of their experiences 
therewith. I would also like to learn from some of 
them what kind of roofing they prefer to put on, 
straight seam, double seaming or the corrugated or 
V-crimp style. If you will kindly publish this in THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN [I shall appreciate it.

The following replies to Brother Tinker as relate 
to his inquiry as headed above will be found both in- 
teresting and instructive: 


To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In reply to Brother Tinker my advice is for him to keep 
on his good work of advocating tin roofs, for if we tinners 
encourage the use of iron roofing it means that every car- 
penter and handy man will be putting it on. My experience 
with galvanized roofing teaches me to prefer corrugated roof- 
ing if the roof has enough pitch, as the corrugations allow 
ventilation and the corrugated roof will last longer than plain 
iron, but in putting it on it should lap two corrugations. If 
the roof is flat I prefer double seaming, galvanized roofing. 
In no case would I use single seam or V crimp if I had my 
choice. 

Hoping this will be of some use to Brother Tinker, I

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In reply to your “A Tinker’s Inquiry” by “Brother 
Tinker” in your issue of February 8, we beg to state that in 
our experience as roofers galvanized iron will not stand the 
atmosphere in manufacturing sections of the country where 
soft coal is used. The ordinary standard galvanized iron 
roofing, in any style, standing seam, V crimped or corrugated, 
will only last a few years; at least we find it so in this sec- 
tion. We have seen it wear out in less than a year’s time. 
Our impression is that corrugated will last longer than either 
the V crimped or the standing seam, as there is less surface 
for soft coal soot to lay upon it. If used in heavy gauge it 
will last a few years, but in the lighter gauge we do not 
consider it worth putting on. A good grade of tin properly 
put on with standing seam and with gutters that the water 
does not lie in and kept well painted will last much longer 
and be superior to galvanized iron. We notice by the in- 
quiry that Brother Tinker is of the same opinion.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

There is a continued active movement in the whole- 
sale hardware market that is noticeable generally, and 
although trade is not wholly up to the conditions that 
should obtain at the present time, there is promise of 
mare rapid betterment for the very near future. A 
violent blizzard of wind and snow which has pre- 
vailed throughout the Northwest left that section of 
the country for the time being buried in snow drifts 
and with transportation facilities very seriously im- 
peded, therefore not much in the way of trade has 
been expected during the last half of the week. Word 
that comes from prominent retail hardware. dealers 
who have been found and interviewed at the recent 
retail hardware meetings is full of faith and promise 
that at least all of the business that should belong to 
this year in hardware line will not at all be lacking, 
and that as soon as the weather settles to a proper con- 
dition spring trade will come on rapidly and in plenty. 
The feeling expressed by the very best of retail mer- 
chants argues for a brisk return of prosperous condi- 
tions and this it may be said is confidently expected. 
Prices along all hardware lines continue strong and 
unchanged and collections are continuing to remain 
very satisfactory. 

In wire products, wire nails are quoted at $2.23; 
painted barb wire, $3.38; galvanized barb wire, $2.68 ; 
smooth annealed, $2.08; smooth galvanized wire, 
$2.38; polished staples, $2.23; galvanized staples, 
$2.63. Car lots to retailers 5 cents higher, and 15 
cents for less than car lots. 

There is little if any demand for cut nails at the 
present time. Iron cut nails in car loads to jobbers 
are quoted at $2.38; to retailers $2.43; steel cut nails 
in car lots are at $2.28 to jobbers and $2.33 to retail- 
ers. 


TIN PLATE. 

The recent drop in tin plate prices seems to have 
been unproductive of an augmented business. Con- 
sumers are still buying in small lots, owing to the 
meager orders on their books for finished material. 
Prices are for 100-pound coke plates $3.70 at Pitts- 
burg mills, with the independents quoting $3.65. 
Price f. o. b. Swansea for tin plate is 12s. Arrivals 
of tin plate for the week ending Feb. 8 were 21,597 
boxes at New York, and 14 boxes at Baltimore. 
Stocks of tin plate in Swansea on Jan. 30 were 132,- 
997 boxes, against 127,124 at the same time a year 


ago.

Representative sheet manufacturers met in Pitts- 
burg on February 13, and after a conference reaf- 
firmed present prices. In the session the situation in 
the East was carefully canvassed and the wisdom oi 
the reaffirmation of steel prices was commended. 
There is not much stir in the sheet trade and the 
business of the week has run more generally to the 
heavier gauges than to the lighter ones, in which there 
is comparatively little being done. The Chicago sheet 
market is reported as dull and uninteresting. Thus 
far the increase in the price of spelter has had no 
influence upon the price of galvanized sheet.

COPPER. 


The copper market continues to crumble under the 
heavy pressure from London. Prices were again re- 
duced in the New York market during the week, 
going to 12% cents for electrolytic. Reports of heavy 
sales of the metal at 1244 cents are vigorously denied. 
While the American producing interests aré exerting 
their utmost efforts to stay the course of the market, 
both here and in London, dealers generally are pessi- 
mistic, and predictions are freely made throughout the 
trade of 12 cent copper before the end of-the week. 
Would-be purchasers have been frightened completely 
out of the market, and, with the buying at a stand- 
still here, the London interests still unloading their 
stocks in warehouse, and supplies acctimulating 
throughout the country, the outlook for the future 
course of the market is decidedly black. 

It is the opinion of experts that the saving of the 
market -will come through speculative purchasers on 
the part of the large electrical and manufacturing con- 
cerns who are now bare of supplies, and that they are 
now holding off until they are reasonably certain that 
the market has seen the lowest level, when there will 
be some large contracts placed for the metal. What 
the price is at which the metal would prove tempting 
is a matter of much conjecture, but it is felt in some 
quarters that the first dip through 12 cents will bring 
out some good orders. Prices on the New York 
Metal Exchange were cut another % cert on Wed- 
nesday to new low prices for the year, or 121% to 1234 


. cents for lake, 123g to 1254 cents for electrolytic and 


124% to 12% cents for casting copper. Exports from 
New York and Baltimore were 1,007 tons, or a total 
since Feb. 1 of 11,813 tons. It is not expected that 
the exports for February will reach 20,000 tons, or 
about 13,000 tons under that for January and 17,000 
tons under those for December. The European move- 
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ent is slowly but surely contracting. Arrivals at 
jaltimore were about 350 tons bars from Liverpool.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: Market conditions generally continue quiet, with only 
here and there a ripple more than usual to indicate that forces 
are still working to bring about a change. Such a change, 
when it comes, it is felt will be for marked improvement, and 
it is figured will probably come with considerable rapidity. 
Steady business for prompt shipment keeps up well in increas- 
ing volume. Stocks on consumers’ yards are being used and 
the frequent purchases in small quantity for immediate deliv- 
ery show the condition now existing with many. 

There is no change in prices of any consequence, and, as 
has been the case for so long, every inquiry of any size is 
considered a case by itself and is acted on specially by fur- 
naces. It is true that there is more of a firming up in the 
market than for some time and there is much more general 
authority with a less range in price than in six weeks past. 
Some large buyers during the last week have been in the 
market and a good proportion of their orders were placed at 
prices mutually satisfactory, although in many instances there 
was considerable variation in the quotations made. 

Business in cast iron pipe has been quite active and there 
have been several contracts let for this class of material. 

It is a satisfaction to note the report of domestic exports 
during last month, showing a total of $128,000,000, which is 
the highest record for January, and exceeds last year by over 
$17,000,000. It is a satisfaction that when internal commerce 
is at a low ebb we can turn to foreign shores and get prices 
relatively high for an increased line of exports. 

Coke is in fair demand and the supply is about the same. 
There has been quite a good bit of tonnage placed on year’s 
contracts in both Foundry and Furnace grades, but prices are 
ruling low and many consumers consider that it is to their 
advantage to close for a long time at present figures if ovens 
can be prevailed upon to accept the business. This feeling, 
and not present consumption, has been primarily responsible 
for the business done. 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: Because there is nothing sensational in the pig iron 
market it is not to be taken for granted that nothing is do- 
ing. On the contrary, there is considerable activity in a 
minor way. It must be remembered that not to exceed 50 
per cent of the furnace capacity of the country is in blast, 
and so far not only a ready market has been found for the 
iron that is actually being made, but there is considerable 
interest in the future on the part of large consumers. And 
without doubt more and more iron is being melted. 

The leading interest in the market has been enabled to 
hold many forms of finished goods at a firm price. For 
example, prices on rails neither went up during the boom 
nor have come down since the pianic. 

Pig iron, however, has been following the natural laws 
of supply and demand, and it can be bought now at a price 
which is practically the cost of production. Certainly there 
is no margin of profit and no margin for the unexpected con- 
tingencies which always arise in all manufacturing. It is 
not strange, therefore, that some of the largest users of 
iron in the country, who have long made it a practice to 
buy heavily for forward shipment when pig iron was low, 
should be beginning to sit up and take notice. There are 
several large negotiations now under way. Of course the 
buyers are attempting to beat prices down below any pos- 
sible figure at which the iron could be sold unless the fur- 
naces are willing to make a heavy loss, but the inquiries in 
thmeselves are significant of the fact that demand is reviving.
